Chemulpo, Korea, March 16.— The 
United Stales cruiser Cincinnati re­ 
turned here from Chlnnampo with a 
number of American refugees from th 3 
American company's mine at Unsan 
and missions in that vicinity. 
The 
party consists of three men and 22 
women and children. 
All are well. 
They praise the kindness of the offi­ 
cers of tho Cincinnati, who gave up 
their cabins to them. 
The refugees 
traveled from Unsan to Chlnnampo to 
carts bearing American flags and wo.';' 
escorted as far as Ping Yang by a 
band from the mines. 
They were un­ 
molested. 
Near Anju they met two 
small groups of Cossacks. 
During the 
party’s stay at. Ping Yang the Japan­ 
ese officials requested them to wear 
badges bearing the American colors 
in order that they might be allowed 
to leave and enter the town freely 
The party was stopped five times by 
Japanese soldiers, of whom the party 
saw great numbers along the road lo 
the coast. 
The Japanese treated them 
very courteously. An American miner 
returning from the mines was arros - 
od north of Ping Yang by the Japan 
esc on suspicion of being a Russian 
spy. 
Ho was speedily released when 
bis identity was established.

New York, March IG.— The Ham- 
burg-Amerlcan liner Bluecher brought 
1,765 steerage passengers, the 
m a ­ 


jority o| whom were refugees from 
Russia who fled the country to avoid 
serving in the army. 
Many of them 
gave accounts of their escape across 
the Russian frontier similar to those 
related by the men who came last 
week on tho Graf Waldersee. 
Some 
of them were camped for two weeks 
near tho frontier waiting for a chance 
to get. away, one relator saying th,D. 
his party, consisting of 127, waited 12 
clays in a thicket a short distance 
from tho line while negotiations were 
in progress with the customs guards 
to let them cross the frontier. 
An­ 
other said that his party of IO were 
concealed for four days in the hay 
and straw stacks of the frontier post, 
whero they eventually crossed into 
Prussia. 
It was said that there ate 
thousands along the frontier waiting 
for a chance to get across without 
passports.

ciated Press has received information 
that there Is absolutely no foundation 
for tho rumors persistently sent out] 
from Tokio that tho Russians ar-) 
abandoning Port Arthur.
